THE PACKING SEASON. 


The spring packing and shipping season usually opens here 
about the first of March and continues until the middle of May or 
first of June. Stock kept dormant in our cold storage houses can 
be planted successfully until very late in the season. 

Fall packing, the first of October, and continues until freezing 
weather sets in. 

Evergreens can be successfully transplanted during August and 
September. Herbaceous Perennials should be transplanted either 
in the spring or during September and first half of October. 


DIRECTIONS FOR SHIPPING. 


Parties ordering are requested to state explicitly the mode 
of conveyance by which they desire their stock forwarded.
